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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the applicant's amendment dated 1 1/21/2005. 

The applicant has amended Claims 1, 15, 20, 25 and 28. 

Claims 1, 3-5, 7-15, 17-18, 20, 22-25, 27-28 and 30-32 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments (see amendment and declaration, filed 1 1/21/2005), with 
respect to the rejections of Claims 1,15, 20, 25 and 28 under 35 USC 103, have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections under 35 USC 103 of Claims 1,15, 
20, 25 and 28 have been withdrawn. Consequently the rejections of dependent Claims 
3-5, 7-14, 17, 18, 22-24, 27 and 30-32 are also withdrawn. 



Double Patenting 

2. In view of the applicant's acknowledgement of the provisional double patenting 
rejection in the amendment dated 1 1/21/2005, the examiner withdraws the provision 
double patenting rejections of Claims 1, 3, 4, 5, 7, 9 and 10 in lieu of a terminal 
disclaimer in the later co-pending application, 10/099,335.
